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Trade  Surplus  Falls  in  June  -  The 

U.S.  agricultural  trade  surplus  fell  from 
May  by  $357  million  to  $768  million. 
Both  exports  and  imports  fell,  exports 
by  14  percent  and  imports  by  4 
percent.  The  cumulative  trade  surplus 
for  October  1 990  to  June  1 991  totaled 
$1 1 .7  billion,  20  percent  below  last 
fiscal  year  (table  3). 

Exports  Down  for  Third  Month  -- 

U.S.  agricultural  exports  dropped  $439 
million  in  June  to  $2.7  billion,  the 
lowest  level  this  fiscal  year,  and  18 
percent  below  last  June.  Lower 
exports  of  the  major  grain  crops 
(wheat,  rice,  corn,  sorghum  and 
barley)  as  well  as  cotton,  soybeans, 
and  tobacco  were  primarily 
responsible.  Exports  increased  for 
some  commodities  including  fruits, 
nuts,  and  animal  fats.  October-June 
cumulative  exports  totaled  $29  billion, 
declining  9  percent  from  last  year. 

The  value  of  June's  wheat  exports 
dropped  to  $167  million,  a  31  percent 
fall  from  May.  This  is  the  lowest  value 
of  wheat  exports  since  December 
1987.  Volume  declined  to  1 .5  million 
tons,  also  a  31  percent  fall.  The 
Soviets  received  only  37,000  tons  of 
U.S.  wheat  in  June.  Japan  received 
180,000  tons,  less  than  half  the  May 
volume.  Shipments  totaling  280,000 
tons  went  to  China.  Egypt  and  the 
Philippines  also  were  large  markets. 

Corn’s  export  value  dropped  15 
percent  from  May  to  $295  million.  The 
quantity  of  corn  shipped  fell  13  percent 
to  2.7  million  tons.  This  is  the  third 
straight  month  of  declining  corn 
exports,  and  less  than  half  the  amount 
shipped  last  June.  Only  36,000  tons 
were  shipped  to  the  Soviet  Union  (see 
July’s  Update  for  an  explanation). 
Exports  to  Japan  fell  slightly  from  May 
to  just  over  1  million  tons.  Other 
significant  markets  for  corn  included 
Belgium,  Taiwan,  and  Mexico. 

June’s  soybean  export  value  dropped 
8  percent  to  $226  million  and  volume 
dropped  6  percent  to  994,000  tons. 
These  are  the  lowest  levels  since  last 
October.  Slightly  less  than  one-third  of 
U.S.  shipments  went  to  Mexico,  which 


imported  over  250,000  tons.  Japan, 
the  Netherlands,  and  Taiwan  each 
imported  over  100,000  tons  of  U.S. 
soybeans. 

Cotton  exports  fell  in  June,  as  it  has 
for  the  past  2  years.  Value  dropped  27 
percent  to  $143  million  and  volume 
dropped  29  percent  to  85,000  tons. 

The  major  markets  were  Japan,  China 
and  Korea,  and  to  a  lesser  degree 
Indonesia,  Italy,  the  Philippines, 
Thailand,  and  Taiwan. 

Imports  Fall  in  June  -  U.S. 
agricultural  imports  totaled  $1 .9  billion 
in  June,  falling  $82  million  from  May. 
This  is  the  second  month  in  a  row 
imports  have  declined,  as  domestic 
markets  became  less  dependent  on 
other  countries  for  fresh  fruits  and 
vegetables.  Other  decreases  occurred 
for  juices,  coffee,  live  animals;  ^ 
vegetable  oils,  ancTwine.  Imports 
increased  for  sugar),  cocoa,  beef-,} 
tobacdo,  and  dairy  products. 
Cumulative  importsUor  October-June 
totaled  $17.3  billicwr,  almost  level  with 
last  year,  (Susan  Pellack,  2022;

Lower  Exports  Projected  -  On  a 

marketing  year  basis,  USDA 
projects  that  for  1991/92,  grain 
export  volume  will  be  down  2 
percent  from  this  year  (table  4). 

The  greatest  decline  is  expected  for 
cotton  as  world  production  is 
forecast  to  increase.  Corn  exports 
are  projected  to  fall  4  percent  since 
ending  stocks  are  expected  to  be 
the  lowest  since  1983/84.  Wheat 
exports  will  rise  3  percent  as  world 
production  will  be  below  1990/91. 
Soybean  exports,  however,  are 
forecast  to  increase  due  to  reduced 
South  American  supplies.
